REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The instant invention has been deemed to be an unobvious improvement over U.S. Patent 
2,423,812 to Karl et al. Karl et al discloses a fluid coupling having an impeller (1) with an 
impeller casing (2) and a runner having facing cavities, radial holes (6) through the impeller 
casing, a reservoir (7 {Fig. 1}; 7a, 7b, 70 {Fig. 2}) collecting the fluid drained through the holes. 
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a temperature sensor (13), in the reservoir, connected to a diverter valve (free end of 13), the 
temperature sensor is responsive to an over temperature condition to cause the diverter valve to 
hold fluid in the reservoir. The improvement includes a trough having a temperature sensor 
wherein the bulk of fluid discharged from the holes goes to the reservoir and a small amount 
collects in the trough. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
